No history of the company would be complete without 
mention of its founder. Robert A. Keasbey' was born in 
1858 in Des Moines, Ia., and was twenty-seven years old 
when he started the Robert A. Keasbey Company. His first 
connection with the industry was thru his brother, Henry 
G. Keasbey, who, with Dr. Mattison, formed the Keasbey 
& Mattison Company. 

Mr. Keasbey was the first one to bring magnesia for 
insulating purposes into New York City, which he did in 
1885, when he went into business. 

Mr. Keasbey represented the Keasbey & Mattison Com- 
pany, selling their products until about 1901, at which 
time he made connections with the Philip Carey Company. 
Since that time the Robert A. Keasbey Company have been 
the sole distributors of the Philip Carey Company’s heat 
and cold insulating products in their territory, which com- 
prises eastern New York State, western Connecticut and 
northern New Jersey. 

The Robert A. Keasbey Company has developed a high- 
ly efficient sectional covering for brine, ammonia and ice 
water piping. This material is known as ‘‘ Armorak’’ and 
has been manufactured and applied by the Robert A. Keas- 
bey Company for twenty-two years. Most of the large 
refrigerating piants in and around New York are insulated 
with ‘‘Armorak,’’ also plants in the southern and western 
states, Mexico and Cuba.

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Progress in Aviation 


The Asbestos Industry is indirectly interested in the 
progress made in aviation, partly from the narrow stand- 
point of asbestos products used in the airplanes themselves, 
in hangars and in plants making aircraft, and also from 
the broader viewpoint of general world progress which 
promotes the asbestos as well as other industries. 

While the actual total tonnage of asbestos products 
at present used by the airplane industry is perhaps rela- 
tively small, the rapid development of the industry during 
the past four years, or even the past two years, indicates 
an industry, in say ten years, of such tremendous propor- 
tions that those outside can have no adequate conception 
of it. 


The Aeronautics Branch of the U. S. Department of 
Commerce, publishes semi-monthly an ‘‘Air Commerce 
Bulletin,’’ which aims to keep the public, or at least that 
part of the public interested, uptodate on aviation statis- 
ties and developments. A few of the figures will interest 
our readers. 

For instance, the production of airplanes during 1926 
was 1,186; in 1927, 1,995; in 1928 it more than doubled, 
the total being 4,346, and the estimate for production in 
1929 is 6,200. In value, the production in 1926 totalled 
$8,871,027; in 1929—$75,000,000. 

Increase in the number of airports is likewise very 
large: 

Municipal Airports, 240 in 1927; 368 in 1928, 453 in 
1929. 

Private and Commercial Airports, 263 in 1927; 365 in 
1928, 495 in 1929. 

These besides Army, National Guard and Reserve Air- 
ports which totalled 68 in 1929; and Naval Airports, in- 
cluding the Marine Corps, with a total of 14 in 1929. 

There were 6,685 airplanes licensed in 1929 (5,605 in 
1928), and during 1929 the number of pilots licensed or 
pending made the astounding total of 10,215, almost double

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the number in 1928. Students permits, issued or pending 
in 1929 were 20,400, against 10,528 in 1928, which is suf- 
ficient to show the increase in popularity of ‘‘learning to 
fly.”’ 

A T. A. T. (Transcontinental Air Transport Co.) of- 
ficial, a few weeks ago stated that the increase in popularity 
of air travel was astounding. When the T. A. T. was form- 
ed, in the first month of its service it carried 331 passen- 
gers. Recently a week’s total was 1237. During the Easter 
holidays the T. A. T. which usually runs one plane each 
morning out of Columbus, O., the junction point with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, was forced to put on three extra 
planes in order to accommodate the passengers. 

The United States frankly admits that it has been lag- 
ging behind Europe in its air passenger service, but with 
the tremendous interest displayed during the last few 
months in air travel, this condition should soon be remedied. 

And it looks as tho there might therefore be a lot of 
asbestos business in the offing.

It is interesting to note from the article on Arizona 
Chrysotile which appeared in ‘‘asBesTos’’ two or three 
months ago that similar conditions have determined the 
pioneer workers in that district to adopt very similar 
methods of working to those employed for many years 
in the South African Blue Asbestos fields, viz: semi- 
skilled labor, hand-cobbing by women and children, pay- 
ment for fibre actually produced, ete. 

So far blue asbestos has well withstood the general 
depression; prices have dropped slightly for the lower 
grades only and the demand continues good for all:va- 
rieties. The monthly output of ecrocidolite in South 
Africa (which really means in the whole world) is around 
400 tons, about half of which comes from the Prieska dis- 
trict and the balance from Kuruman and other northern 
localities. 

In the Prieska area there is work usually proceeding 
in 35 or so different places, many of these being mere 
ephemeral ventures, started one month, closed again in 
a few weeks or months later. Some farmer, prospector 
or adventurer decides to try his luck and opens a new 
place or re-opens an old; after losing a few pounds, in- 
stead of making the hoped-for profit, he closes down 
again, sometimes stealing away silently leaving his 
‘**boys’’ unpaid and foodless. Similar conditions obtain 
in the northern areas also. 

Of course there are stable and permanent concerns 
also, witness the Cape Asbestos Co., Ltd., with 10 or 20 
properties in the Prieska District alone and a history of 
40 vears, the pioneers of the industry and the principal 
producers, buyers and manufacturers of blue asbestos. 
In Kuruman the controlling interest is the Dominion 
Blue controlled by Turner & Newall, Ltd., and successors 
to the old firm of Gillanders and Compbell. Besides 
these two there are some 8 or 10 smaller producers who 
ean be considered fairly well established. 

A special paragraph must be devoted to that fine

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veteran W. S. Weingarten, originally a farmer and hotel- 
keeper about 30 miles from Prieska, who saw the possi- 
bilities of African asbestos more than a generation ago. 
He was almost, if not actually, the first to export ‘‘tiger- 
eye’’ obtaining fancy prices for the mineral until he or 
one of his rivals sent it overseas by the ton instead of by 
the carat. There is hardly a spot in the whole district 
that Mr. Weingarten did not visit and on many of which 
he worked for a longer or shorter time; besides which he 
opened up the Amosite deposits in the Transvaal, later on 
selling his interests there, the ‘‘Egnep’’ and ‘‘Amosa’”’ 
mines, to the Cape Asbestos Co. In spite of age and in- 
firmity, Mr. Weingarten still keeps up his interest in 
blue asbestos and has at least one property in steady 
work. 


Around Prieska hand-cobbing is still universal, but 
at Kuruman the rock containing short fibre is put thru 
a complete crushing, milling and sifting plant. Opinions 
seem to differ as to the suecess of this process, some 
authorities claiming that altho the product is uniform 
and clean, the fibre has been to a large extent ‘‘killed’’ 
by the machinery it has undergone. 


Compression plants with jackhammers have been re- 
cently installed in two mines in the Prieska area. They 
are quite successful but it is obvious that such expensive 
outfits ean only be used where the fibre seams are rich, 
and what is quite as important, consistent over consider- 
able distances.

A unit producing commercial quantities is already in 
operation. 

The new Aluminite insulation is designed for use in 
connection with electrie furnaces, fire-brick boiler settings, 
heat treating furnaces, glass furnaces, regenerator cham- 
bers in iron, steel and other industries, and similar strue- 
tures where internal temperatures range from 1800 F. to 
2600° F. 

The commercial value of the new Aluminite insulation 
lies in its ability to resist the disintegrating effect of very 
high temperatures in addition to which it has such exeel- 
lent heat insulating value that only 1/2 to 1/3 as much is 
required to give the same results now obtained from present 
commercial high temperature heat insulating materials.

Federal Specifications for Brake Lining. 


The Bureau of Standards, of Washington, D. C., has 
issued a proposed Federal Specification for Brake Lin- 
ings, and desires the comment and suggestions of any and 
all brake lining manufacturers as to whether the specifi- 
cation is suitable for the purpose, and also for any im- 
provement which might be made in it. 

It is interesting to note that under Section Bl — 
Types — it is stated that 

**Unless otherwise specified in the purchase order or 
contract, brake linings may be of any of the recognized 
commercial types (solid-woven, folded fabric, molded 
pulp, ete.) or of any other type or combination of types 
as may be found practicable for use in the brakes of 
automotive vehicles and other similar applications; pro- 
vided the material will meet this specification.’’ 

Manufacturers should send their comments and sug- 
gestions promptly if they have not already done so. A 
copy of the specification is in the office of ‘‘AsBEesTos’’ 
and may be examined by anyone interested, or can be ob- 
tained by addressing S. von Ammon, Chairman, Brake 
Lining Committee, Federal Specifications Board, Bureau 
of Standards, Washington, D. C., reference File No. III-7.

YOUR REPUTATION FOR STICKING TO PRICES 
By JoHN T. BARTLETT 

‘*What chance have I in competition with Bill Roberts, 
salesman for the Blank Company?’’ a salesman demanded 
of the writer. ‘‘My house gives me one schedule of prices, 
and I must stick by it 100%, tho it means I sink. Bill Rob- 
erts is given minimum figures, but urged to get the best he 
ean. Of course, Bill gets the business away from me!’’ 

Our reply to the complaining salesman was that, so 
long as he was inclined to the belief he had declared, it was 
a certainty that Bill Roberts had him at a disadvantage. 
However, the disadvantage did not lie in the competitor's 
sliding schedule but in his state of mind. 

All but the exceptional buyer possesses a considerable 
amount of shrewdness. If the salesman knows salesman- 
ship, the buyer knows ‘‘buymanship.’’ And one of the first 
rules is to feel the salesman out. Learn whether or not he 
has quoted a price simply as a base from which to bargain, 
or whether his first price is his last and best price. 

When buyers strive to ‘‘ beat down’’ a salesman, what 
they are most interested in is not a lower price. It is in 
being sure the salesman has quoted them his lowest price. 
Once they feel the salesman is rock bottom in his quotation, 
they buy. 

Circumstances alter cases. We do not take the position 
that deviation from a one-price policy is never justified. 
We do believe, however, that every salesman should pride 
himself upon ability to make a single price, and put over 
sales on the basis of it, without bargaining. 

Sooner or later, a salesman gets a reputation with his 
trade. His is known as a salesman of the ‘‘horse trading’’ 
type, or a ‘‘one-price’’ salesman. It is mighty helpful to 
have the latter reputation. 

Moreover, ‘‘one-price’’ salesmen invariably are more 
valuable to their house than the “‘horse trading’’ type. 
There is a reason for this. ‘‘One-price’’ men always aver- 
age to get considerably higher prices. This makes greater 
profits for their employers. They eventually are paid sub- 
stantially more.

General Business. 

While perhaps improve- 
ment in conditions is not 
noticeable to any great ex- 
tent when only a small see- 
tion, town or loeality are 
considered, taking the 
country as a whole, condi- 
tions are gradually improv- 
ing. 

Building construct ion 
has been gaining consist- 
ently since February, with 
prospects for still further 
and substantial advances 
in coming months. Auto- 
mobile production — like- 
Wise shows” gain each 
month. And the same is 
true with other basie in- 
dustries. 

Of course, compared 
with last year, the totals 
appear low, but as the In- 
dustrial Digest points out, 
we must remember that 
last vear was a phenomen- 
al one in business. 

Most authorities agree 
that the low point in the 
depression has now been 
reached and passed. 
Asbestos. Raw Material. 

There has been a slight 
improvement in the de- 
mand for spinning grades 
of asbestos, due to im-

proved conditions in the United States. 





Prices on fibres have been reduced, and in many in 
stances, contracts adjusted at the new prices. 

Thetford No. 1 and No. 2 Crudes are higher in pro- 
portion to the low prices of spinning fibres, and the prob- 
abilities are they will remain at their present price because 
the production of crudes in Canada cannot go up, and as 
this material is being used generally, there will probably 
be no further decline. 

It is interesting to note that with paper stock being 
produced by the asbestos mine in Vermont, this added ton- 
nage has not in any way affected the price of paper stock, 
which remains firm. 

Rhodesia and Russia are quoting new prices which are 
approximately on the level of 1927 quotations, and it is 
evident that if these prices cannot be realized and the mar- 
ket cannot absorb the additional amount that the mines 
produce, curtailment will begin. This would be the right 
solution to the problem. 

Asbestos—Manufactured. 

Textiles. There seems to be very little new to record 
in the Textile market this month. In the main we find that 
Textile activity has not kept pace with the rest of the As- 
bestos Industry in the usual spring pick-up, and altho 
prices appear to be firm, volume is still comparatively 
small. We look for a pick-up in this business some time 
within the next 60 days but whether it will materialize is 
a matter entirely of conjecture. 

Srake Lining, is experiencing its usual spring activity 
and altho the original equipment division of the business 
is still far behind that of last vear replacements have so 
far been very satisfactory indeed, with all indications that 
this demand will continue comfortably into the fall. Of 
course, the usual trouble prevails in the Brake Lining field 
at the present time—that is, the demand is split among sev- 
eral different types of Lining and consequently the factor- 
ies report that altho their dollar volume is satisfactory, 
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their volume in each class of Brake Lining produced has 
not kept pace with the demand of last year. 

The Packing conditions at present, present very little 
change. The situation in this market has become increas- 
ingly competitive and as indicative of just what may be ex- 
pected in the Packing field, we point to the Navy bids 
which were opened in Washington a few weeks ago. Altho 
competitive bids on Navy Packings cannot be considered 
an indication of costs of manufacture, nevertheless the 
prices which were turned in made it appear that almost 
all of the Packing companies can use the Navy increase for 
their business and a glance at the bids shows to about what 
length they are willing to go in sacrificing profits. 

Insulation—High Pressure. Demand for 85% Mag- 
nesia and other high pressure insulations has fallen off very 
seriously in the past sixty days. It is reported that engi- 
neers and architects boards are full of new work, but the 
fact of the matter is that manufacturers’ plants have fully 
eaught up with orders and it is expected that the next few 
months will permit an appreciable addition to reserve 
stocks. 

Low Pressure. Volume is reported off about 40° in 
the aircell market, with prices stable. Wool Felt appears 
to be more active at present than aircell, natural, perhaps 
at this time of year. 

The market should show improvement within the next 
30 to 40 days, particularly as stocks in dealers’ hands are 
low, and since the seasonal trend will be toward more ac- 
tivity, purchases will have to be made to supply demand. 

Paper. The volume of paper business is off more than 
aircell even, one of the manufacturers estimating that it is 
off 60%. Naturally, with improvement in the aircell mar- 
ket, paper will likewise improve. 

Asbestos Cement Products. The shingle season does 
not seem to be opening up as it should, altho this may im- 
prove with the better weather conditions now obtaining. 
The main cause seems to be the financial situation—it being 
difficult to get money to finance some of the large opera- 
tions. Prices are steady. 

The market for Corrugated is firm, with fair volume.

Contemplated new work of all kinds reported in March 
amounted to $732,735,900, compared with $780,209,400 in Febru- 
ary, and $886,075,100 in March of last year.

The Smith-Faris Company on April 15th announced the re- 
moval of their Pittsburg Office from 420 Sandusky St., N. S., to 
1159 Hodgkiss St., N. S. 

The Norristown Magnesia & Asbestos Company of Norris- 
town has completed arrangements whereby they will be repre- 
sented in the State of Texas by the Southwest Insulation and 
Packing Company of Fort Worth and Dallas, this completing 
their south and southwest distributors policy. 

Johns-Manville Corporation and subsidiaries report for the 
quarter ended March 3l1st, 1930, a net profit of $741,630 after ex- 
penses, federal taxes, etc., equivalent after 7% preferred divid- 
end requirements, to 81c a share on 750,000 no par shares of com- 
mon stock. This compares with $1,106,089 or $1.30 a share in 
the first quarter of 1929. Sales for the first quarter of 1930 
amounted to $12,164,662, compared with $13,023,884 in 1929. 

Staybestos Manufacturing Company, Germantown, Philadel- 
phia. David G. Jones and Geo. De B. Myers, were appointed 
permanent receivers for the Staybestos Manufacturing Company, 
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by the Court on April 17th, to take charge of and manage the 
property, plant, assets, etc., file inventory, appraisement, etc. 

Asbestos Corporation Limited. At the annual meeting of 
Asbestos Corporation Limited, held in the Canada Cement Build- 
ing, Montreal, on April 30th, Hon. Jacob Nicol, Hon. Philippe 
Paradis, and R. O. Sweezey were elected to the Board of Direc- 
tors, replacing J. W. Cook, Philip S. Ross and H. E. Mitchell. 

In addressing the shareholders, Lt.-Col. Robert F. Massie, 
the president, said that he had little to add to the remarks he 
made in the last annual report but would say that the task is a 
difficult one and the directors were giving it their best efforts. 
He made mention of the fact that work during the last six 
months has indicated that there is a body of good rock available 
which has a fairly good quality of asbestos. This was not known 
a year ago. 

In reply to a shareholder in connection with the possibility 
of the reorganization, Col. Massie reiterated his previous state- 
ment that the management is bent on preventing it at the pres- 
ent time, but the market for the company’s products was in a 
disorganized state at present. 

Another shareholder sought information on the status of 
the suit which the Asbestos Corporation has against the Keas- 
bey & Mattison Company and Col. Massie replied that a determin- 
ed effort had been made to have this suit come up in May but 
so far they have been unable to secure the services of a judge 
and on this account it may have to wait over until the fall. 


Johns-Manville Corporation. A new unit has been built at 
Manville for the manufacture of Asbestos Rigid Shingles and 
Corrugated Transite, formerly made at Nashua, N. H. This new 
building is 600 feet long by 250 feet wide, with a total floor space 
of 150,000 square feet. Rigid shingles will be manufactured on 
one side of the building, and Corrugated Transite on the other, 
both with practically straight line production. 

Uroz, Ltd. An agreement has been entered into by Uroz, 
Ltd., for the purchase of two asbestos properties in Western 
Australia, known respectively as the West Soanesville and Egin- 
bah Asbestos. The purchase consideration payable for the two 
properties has been fixed at £25,500, payable wholly in shares, 
or partly in cash and partly in shares, at the option of the di- 
rectors, 

Mapeke Asbestos Mines. Receivers have been appointed for 
the Mapeke Asbestos Mines on behalf of a debenture holder. 
The company was formed in 1910, and owns 450 claims of 930 
acres in the district of Mashaba, Southern Rhodesia. The issued 
capital is £65,000 and £20,000 ten per cent three-year notes of 
£5 were offered to shareholders at par in December last. 

S. A. Consolidated Asbestos. The directors propose to issue 
the Company’s remaining 40,000 shares of 5s. each as preference 
shares carrying the right to receive in priority to the existing 
ordinary shares a dividend or dividends totalling 100%, plus a 
dividend or dividends equivalent to 8 per cent per annum from 
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March ist, 1930, up to such time as these preferent dividends 
have been paid. Up to the time such dividends have been paid 
the preference shares will also be preferent as to the repayment 
of capital in the event of winding up. Upon payment of the 
dividends totalling 100 per cent the preference shares will rank 
equally with the existing ordinary shares. 

Of the proposed issue of £10,000, £9,000 (36,000 preference 
shares) has been guaranteed, and underwritten by some of the 
directors and others, and the underwriters will be paid a com- 
mission of 5 per cent on the amounts underwritten. The prefer- 
ence shares will be offered to the shareholders registered on 
the books of the Company at the close of business on 15th of 
March, 1930, on the basis of one new preference share for every 
ten ordinary shares held (fractions ignored); payments to be 
made in full with application. 

Norma Asbestos Co. (Filabusi District, Rhodesia) Despite 
the rumor to the effect that the mine would shortly close down, 
we now hear that new machinery is on order and the mine is 
doing well and is about to be developed on a large scale. The 
Mashaba mines of the company, it is said, will be started up as 
soon as Mr. Stockveldt arrives from England. 

Wynne’s Asbestos Mine. (Rhodesia) It is understood that, 
in view of the results lately realized at Wynne’s Asbestos Mines, 
the London and Rhodesian Corporation is intending to erect a 
plant capable of producing 200 tons of asbestos monthly. 

Ronaldson Asbestos Claims. It is said that these claims, in 
the Pietersburg District, are to be opened up after lying idle for 
some years. 

Ingwe Asbestos Claims. (Rhodesia) It is said that these 
claims are under option to another firm, and that results from 
development work appear to fully justify the installation of a 
plant to produce at least 100 tons of asbestos monthly.
